day when the National Union conference 
was called to order at the Music Hall that 
building was as full of delegates and 
spectators as it could well be, and allow 
than to breathe. The delegates and 
other* were fall of enthusiasm, which 
they let loose as prominent men in the 
movement made their appearance. As 
the delegates assembled the great organ 
filled tha ball with the strains ot "The 
Star Spangled Banner," and the national 
colors, which were everywhere through- 
out tha building, responded with tremors 
and fluttering*, as the air vibrated with 
the strains. There were no other decora- 
tion* except • few Knights of Labor ban- 
ners, and but three mottoes were visible. 
They were: "United We Stand: Divided 
We Fall;* "Nine Millions of Mortgaged 
Homes;" and "Opposition to All Monopo- 
lies." 


Borne Preliminary Meetings. 


When thedelegates were assembling two 


meetings of state delegations were being 
held on the upper floor of the hall. One 
was that of the Illinois delegates, who 
nude A. J. Streeter chairman and H. E. 
Taubeneck vice chairman, selected S. 
F. Norton, of Chicago, for Illinois mem- 
ber of the national committee of the new- 
party which 
those present were sure 


would be born at this conference, and put 
themselves on record for a third party. 
Tha other was composed of Ohio men, 
and they also unanimously declared for a 
third party and for government loans to 
the people at 2 per cent. It was also re- 
solved that whether the conference formed 
• third party or not, the Ohio men would 
do so. This was carried with ahnrrah. 


8«ene in the Main Hall. 


The entire floor of the main ball as 


well a* a portion of the stage were given 
np to the delegates, the two tiers of gal- 
leries being thrown open to the public. 
The delegates were remarkably prompt 
in getting together, hundreds of them be- 
ing in their seats as early as noon. Th« 
five Allianc" congressmen came in to- 
gether, and as they passed down the aisle 
the vast audience rose to its feet a. 1 
cheered agmn and again.

Weller, of Iowa, slipped into hi* seat 
without being seen, while Senator Fetter 
and Speaker Elder, who came in late, re- 
ceived an ovation. So did Streeter, of 
Illinois! Washburn. of Boston; Weaver, 
of Iowa, and Congressman Livingstone, 
of Georgia. From a corner in the gallery 
John P. St. John, the Prohibition leader, 
with National Secretary John L. Thomas, 
K. J. Wheeler, and Dr. Craufill, of Texas, 
watched the proceedings with keen in- 
terest. 


THE BODY CALLED TO ORDER. 


Strlktog Religious Opening of the Oon- 


~serenee—CunalnghanVs Speech. 


The duty of calling the convention to 


order devolved upon W. F. Wrlghtmayer 
and, ted by the big organ, the delegates 
Joined In the stirring strains of the 
national hymn. 
There was a striking 


scene after the close of a fervent prayer by 
Rev. 6. P. Foster, of Cincinnati, when 
every man and woman rose to their feet, 
and. in loud and distinct tones, repeated 
the Lord's prayer. Hon. Charles Cun- 
ningham, ot Arkansas, was chosen tem- 
porary chairman, and escorted to the 
platform by four Union soldiers. In a 
brief speech he outlined the circumstances 
under which the convention had been 
called. A century ago tbeir fathers said 
that when the government became in- 
supportable they bad a right not only to 
protest, but to resist. It was that right 
they bad met to exercise. It was not war 
or pestilence that had ground down the 
toller* to the condition they were in to- 
day. .It was the heel of theshylocks. 
The people, however, had diagnosed the 
disease^ and proposed to find a remedy 
here and now. 


Business Began With • Snarl. 


After a Kansas glee club bad told how 


it wait proposed to make the monopolists 
loosen np tbeir claws, there was a pro- 
longed snarl over a proposition to call the 
state* and territories for members of the 
committee on credentials. 
Ogden, of 


Kentucky, protested that the convention 
bad no right to recognise localities, and 
the appointing power rested solely in the 
organizations represented. A dozen dele- 
gates tried to (peak at once, but finally 
the chairman sat down on all of them and 
Ogden as well, and the committee was 
selected. 


Donnelly Create* a Diversion, 


Ignatius Donnelly created considerable 


of a diversion at this juncture by at- 
tempting to take a snap vote on the 
third party question, in moving tha ap- 
pointment of a national committee. 
Amid applause from two-thirds of tha 
benches he said that he supposed there 
was no doubt that all were agreed that 
they were there to form a third party, 
and certainly not there to act as an ap- 
pendage to either of the old parties. 
Donnelly bad scarcely gotten through 
when bis proposition was antagonised by 
Gen. Weaver, frho heatedly denounced it 
as an improper and unfair attempt to 
commit the convention on the sly. He 
wanted the subject discussed freely, he 
said, when the proper time came, but 
Donnelly was taking an undue advantage 
to springing It with the evident Inten- 
tion of taking snap judgment. Donnelly 
protested that be had no intention of the 
kind, bat bis motion was sqnelehed on a 
technical point, and the anti-new party 
people applauded vigorously.

Weaver 
and Powers, moreover, will strenuously 
resist any reference to a third party, 
although on this they will be largely out- 
voted. The majority wants a platform 
short and sweet, touching but three or 
four of the principal issues out of which 
has grown the uew movement. 


Night Meeting at Music Hull. 


Last night the delegates, headed by a 


band, marched through the 
principal 


streets to Music hall, where addresses 
were delivered by Senator Peffer and T. 
W. Wilkins, of Kansas, on .the condition 
of agricultural and wage-earning classes, 
and the need for political action in order 
that redress of existing abuses might be 
secured.

TRANS-MISSISSIPPI CONGRESS. 


Complaint Against New England and 


Applauso for Mayor Shakespeare* 


DENVBB, Colo.,May 20.—When the 1,000 


delegates to the Trans-Mississippi con- 
gress was called to order yesterday by 
President Fiahback, they took seats in a 
hall decorated lavishly and beautifully 
with the national colors and with the 
location of each delegation indicated by 
the state escutcheon. 
Louisiana con- 


tributed to the decoration by a bank of 
flowers five feet high. The delegates were 
welcomed by Gov. Routt, who put in a 
word for free silver, and Mayor Kogers, 
who commented upon legislative and con- 
gressional duties toward the people. 


Controlled by New England. 


Chairman Fishback, in his 
opening 


speech, deprecated the raising of any sec- 
tional issue and declared that the nine 
New England states controlled all the 
rest of the country, principally because of 
the "demonetization" of silver, which has 
blighted vast areas west of the Miss- 
issippi. A recess was then taken and at 3 
p. m. the congress reassembled, when 
the credentials committee made its report 
finding all the delegates properly present. 
Speeches were made by Mayor Shakes- 
peare, of New Orleans, and others, after 
which the convention adjourned for the 
day. 


Refers to the Orleans Mob. 


Shakespeare's address waa the most 


notable. He said—and was applauded 
from start to finish—that it had been his 
good fortune to grapple with a great 
question. New Orleans was as peacea- 
ble a city as there was in the country, 
certainly It was an American city. The 
olty had been terrorized by 300 assassins 
from Europe. He thanked the people of 
the country for upholding him in trying 
to do his duty, and was glad he was put 
in a position to enunciate a few ideas of 
American principles, Ex-Governor An- 
thony complimented Shakespeare for his 
"management of the New Orleans affair." 


PERIL IN SMOKED STURGEON. 


Many Fittsburg People Poisoned—Four 


Italians Buried Alive. 


PITTSBUBO, Pa., May 20.—The number 


of smoked sturgeon poisoning cases is on 
the increase. 
Yesterday a number of 


new cases scattered all over the city were 
reported at the bureau of the health 
office. Thomas Rourke of Center avenue, 
is the most seriously ill. Hts case has 
assumed an alarming condition. Several 
physicians say that it will he many weeks 
before the systems of the victims can dis- 
charge all of the traces ot the poison. 
The board of health 'have furnished sev- 
eral chemists with pieces ot the smoked 
fish for analysis. 


Purely a Home Aflair. 


LONDON, May 20.—No Russian or other 


outside influences are suspected in the 
ferment attending the attempted expul- 
sion of Queen Natalie from Belgrade. 
The ex-queen considers herself a grossly 
injured woman, and it is admitted that 
ex-King Milan's divorce from her was 
illegally obtained. The note of the gov- 
ernment announcing the resolution of the 
Sckuptchina that she ought to quit the 
country was handed to her ten days ago. 
As she remained obstinate force was ap- 
pealed to, and a coudi tion bordering on 
civil war is the result. 


Test of the Vesuvius. 


FOBT MONBOB, Va., May 20.—The Vesu- 


vius returned yesterday from the first 
day's trial of her pnuematic guns, every- 
thing having worked smoothly and with- 
out acciden t. Six shots were fire from a 
gun tested yesterday, at ranges of a mile 
and less, three of them while the vessel 
was stationary and three while at full 
speed. One struck the bull's-eye and all 
fell within the space occupied by an or- 
dinary vessel The board is satisfied with 
the result thus far.

has arrived at Semlin, Hungary. She 
wore a dark cloak, which was thrown 
over nn elegant white dressing gown, the 
lace of which fell over her bare hands, 
while Lor dark hair streamed back, form- 
ing an effective background for her face, 
which was pale with emotion. Possibly 
her costume was intended for effect, but 
Vienna dispatches state that the Belgrade 
police forced Natalie's residence without 
warning, brutally seized her and thrust 
her into a carriage. 
She tola them to 


tell the ministers that this shameful deed 
would be an indelible blot on the govern- 
ment and the country, and that such 
deeds avenged themselves. 
She also said 


that the ministers would have to do pen- 
ance for their acts before God and the 
nation.

taunted the strikers. 
The crowd made 


for Crossland. A policeman came to his 
rescue, and by aid of a number of citizens 
the strikers were held off until Crossland 
was put into a place of safety. The 
strikers were wild with anger. 
Just at 


this moment two deputies, who have 
been doing guard duty at Summit, were 
recognized by the infuriated mob. The 
deputies boldly displayed their badges 
and at the same time used insulting 
language to the strikers. 
The crowd 


gave a shout of fiendish rage and rushed 
upon the deputies. 
Stones flew, clubs

ment To get up a festival like this Is a 
mammoth undertaking. He has accom- 
plished the task, and now that he sees suc- 
cess within reach, can do better work, can 
Improve each concert, can direct the musi- 
cians more effectively, and thus remove any 
flaws that may have been apparent on the 
opening night 


The chorus is in fine form, well drilled 


and balanced. The arrangement for the 
chorus and soloists Is a goad one, but it 
would seem that the orchestra is too much 
scattered and not enough in front of the 
director to do effective work. 


The large orchestra numbering 30 pieces 


opened the program by playing in a most 
excellent manner the "Jupiter" overature 
Professor Walter's directing showed him to 
be a musician of ability. The tempi were 
well taken, and the diminuendos, crescendos 
and all marks of expression and phrasing, as 
well as the various climaxes, were well 
done. 


The"Jubllate" by Haendel, a work in 


seven numbers, for soil, duet, chorus and 
orchestra, was the next upon the program. 
The solo in the first number was well sung 
by Miss Katie Donahue, of Bloomlngton. 
She posesses on alto voice of rich quality, 
which showed to good advantage in this 
number. The chorus in this, as also the 
second number sang well. In the third 
number, a duet for alto and bass, the or- 
chestra was at times a little tooprom ins nt and 
somewhat marred the singing, which other- 
wise was good.

The fifth number, a trio for alto, tenor and

Miss Donahue and Professor Fish did ad- 
mirably; Mr. Miller's singiug, at intervals 
lacked smoothness and that sustaining 
quality indispensable to cantabile singing.

Professor Lutz announced that Hon. C. 


A. Ewing, of Decatur, would make an ad- 
dress of welcome to those from out of the 
city who will take part In the festival. 


Mr. Ewing began his exceedingly appro- 


priate and graceful address, occupying about 
26 minutes in delivery, by saving that wo 
could not be too cordial to the musicians 
who have come to take part in this festival. 
They have worked loog and faithfully in 
preparation for it. Mr. Lutz, the director, 
has worked faithfully and enl husiastically, 
and both deserve a great deal at the hands 
of the people of the city and Central Illi- 
nois. 


Music Is the crowned queen of the arts. 


It occupies quite a different position now 
from what it did in the days when the only 
culture and learning known to the civilized 
world was that possessed by the Greeks.

kinds of culture except physical. More es- 
pecially has music grown in the estimation 
of the scholars and refined people of the 
world since the Christian era. It has gradu- 
ally been exalted to a higher place among 
the Christian people, and now the ouly ad- 
vancement in musical culture is made in 
the Christian world. 


The speaker spoke of what music can ac- 


complish. It neeos no interpreter to most 
minds. When It appeals to the intellect, it 
has but little effect, but when it appeals to the 
heart it is irresistible and works wonders 
Instances were mentioned where music had 
u greater effect than any speech could have. 
To a party of men crossing a desert, almost 
famished, it would be useless to speak; yet a 
tap of a drum would move them to dare any
